Inefficiency . of 
personnel and “inside tip-offs from in- 
side police ranks to criminals,” were 
blamed yesterday for thé second sen- 
sational break from Atlanta’s new 
$300,000 escape-proof jail, as a spe- 
cial council committee launched a 
probe to place responsibility. 

Councilman Howard Haire, vice 
chairman of the police committee, 
charged the committee is “trying to 
keep virile, smart criminals behind 
the bars with old men, who should 
not be on the department in any ca- 
pacity.” | 

Councilman John A. White, a mem- 
ber of council commiitteé, which had 
charge of construction of the new jail, 
added a charge that “leakages of in- 
formation to criminals has prevented 
many successful raids and I believe 
was largely responsible for this de- 
livery.” 

The two sensational charges were 
regarded as a forerunner to a whole- 
sale shake-up of the headquarters per- 
sonnel, a sweeping probe of alleged 
negligence on the part of officers on 
guard duty, and an expert opinion to 
ascertain whether the new escape- 


proof jail is “constructed to hold pris- 
oners or to facilitate their escape.”

GUYOL ASSOCIATE 
WARNED TO CEASE 
PROBE OF KILLING 


‘What Happened Tuesday 
Night Might Happen 
Again,’ Says Mysterious 
Call to Cutcliffe. 


The typically gangster type “rub- 
bing out” of Eddie :Guyol, Atlanta 
number racket king, Tuesday night, 
was followed Thursday afternoon with 
revelation by police that the life of 
Walter Cutcliffe, friend and business 
associate of Guyol, was threatened 
Wednesday: night by an anonymous 
telephone caller who promised him the 
same end. This brought from Cut- 
cliffe the challenge to “let ‘em. come, 
I'm ready for ‘em.” . 

According to Chief of Detectives A. 
Lamar Poole, a man who refused to 
identify himself called the Cutcliffe 
home and asked to speak to Cutcliffe. 
Mrs. Cutcliffe answered the telephone 
and after telling the caller her hus- 
band was not home asked who was 
speaking. 

The man said “That’s all right. You 


know what happened Tuesday night? 
Well, , tell Walt it might happen 


again, 
Police Probe Hold-up Theory. 

Mrs. Cutcliffeé reported the call to 
police who were probing the ‘killing 
on the theory it was a hold-up at- 
tempt, executed by a frightene:. bandit 
whose nerve let down before he was 
able to demand the valuables of Guyol 
and his wife. , 

The theory of attempted ys was 
stressed yesterday rg opty Guyol who 
éalled Chief Poole and Detective W. 
D. McGee to her Pelham road home. 
She repeated Her first version of the 
killing and described the stranger who 
killéd her husband as he was sittin: 
in his automobile’at the driveway of 
their home. 

Did Not Recognize Man. 

She criticized the theory that Guyol 
came -to ‘his death at the hand of an 
acquaintance who held a grudge against 
her husband. She told the «etectives 
she firmly believed the slayer thought 
her husband was reaching for a gun 
and in his nervous excitement fired ‘the 
automatic. She pointed out ‘that she 
knew by sight practically all of her 
husband's associatés and had the man 
who fired the shot been one she 
would have recognized him, she said. 

When the man stepped to the side 
of the automobile, parked in the drive- 
way of the beautiful Pelham road 
home, Mrs. Guyo! said she stripped 
her hands and wrists of her valuable 
rings and bracelets and that her hus- 
band dropped a roll of bills contain- 
ing approximately $200 to the floor 
of the car. She presumed that his 
movement in dropping the money was 
mistaken by the slayer for an attempt 
to get at a pistol.

Distribution in’ Georgia 
Taken Away From State 
Education Department.

Distribution off $1,600,000 to the 
rural schools of Georgia will com- 
mence within ten days, it was an- 
nounced. yesterday by Miss Gay B. 
Shepperson, Federal Emergency Re- 
left administrator, who at the same 
time revealed the handling of school 
aid in the state had been taken out of 
the hands of the state Department of 
Education. 

“County superintendents of schools 
in Georgia have been requested by this 
office to supply us with financial 
statements’ and these statements are 
coming in rapidly,” the relief admin- 
istrator said. “Aid will be extended 
only to the school systems which show 
a deficit. . 
“IT have assigned a number. of in- 
vestigators to check over the financial 
statements as they are received to de- 
termine the amount of assistance each 
school system will require. I believe 
all these statements will be in my of-

ifice by the middle of next week and 


we will be able to start sending out 
checks almost immediately thereafter.” 

‘Procedure Changed. 
In 1934, when the rural schools of 
the state received $1,601,000 from the 
FERA, the money was turned over to 
the state department of education. 
The procedure has been changed this 
year, but the change vill not retard 
distribution of the mdéney, Miss Shep- 
person said. 
Practically every county school sys- 
tem in the state will receive a portion 
of the FERA fund, according to all 
indications. Last year the Fulton 
county schools received $75,915. and 
the DeKalb county schools $41.357. 
Only the school system haying suf- 
ficient money to pay teachers’ sal- 
aries until the end of the regular term 
will be ineligible to share in the fed- 
eral fund.

YOUTH CONFESSES 
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Desire for 1 newr ance 
Money Motive for Slay- 
ing of Judge and Wife. 


AUSTIN, . Texas, April 25.—(4)— 
A desire to obtain $17,000 insurance 
money and an unexplained eraving 
for revenge drove Howard Pierson to 
slay his. distinguished parents, Asso- 
ciate Justice William A. Pierson, of 
the Texas supreme court, and Mrs. 
Pierson, officers said tqnight. 

Sheriff Lee Allen said the 20-year- 


old former college student did not 
amplify the mere statements of the 
insurance and revenge motives. 

The alleged confession was drawn 
from the youth during an all-night 
grilling after he reported to police 
his parents had been shot by high- 
waymenh who also wounded him. 

Young ‘Pierson revealed his slaying 
plans to a friend, Sheriff Allen said 
he had learned. The youth did not 
name his friend but merely said he 
had told him he was going to kill his 
father—one of the state’s most dis- 
tinguished jurists—for his insurance. 

Dr..Joe Wooten, Austin. physician, 
said he believed the boy was suffer- 
ing from dementia praecox and an 
hallucination his parents had dis- 
criminated .against him. 

Pierson told newspapermen merely 
that he had “a reagon” for shooting 
his graying mother and father on a 
country road abeut 15 miles from 
Austin late yesterday. He said he 
lured them there on the pretext of 
viewing a scenic drive. His father, 
64, had been an associate justice 14 
years, 

District Attorney James P. Hart 
said he had not .made up jis mind 
as to the motive.

pital for mental observation,

Washington Has Adopt- 
ed “Typical Tammany 
Methods” in Handling 
Money, Governor 
Charges.

In the face of editorial cogdemna- 
tion, Governor Talmadge loosed an- 
other blast: at President Roosevelt 
last night saying the Washington ad- 
ministration had adopted “typical 
Tammany methods” in handling fed- 
eral funds. 

The governor waved aside refere- 
ence to an editorial appearing in The 
Constitution, which sided with the 
democratic administration in opposi- 
tion to attacks from Talmadge, and 
which he saw in the early night. edi- 
tion of the paper. 

Instead he assailed the administra- 
tion for failure to pay the soldiers’ 
bonus and fired another barrage at 
the’ relief office for taking distribu- 
tion of $1,300,000 in school aid out 
of the hands of the state school de- 
partment and turning it over to the 
Georgia relief administration. 

His statement follows: 

“T notice in the papers the an- 
nouncement. from Washington that 
the funds for the state schools in 
Georgia will not be handled by the 

perintendent of schools’. and the 
board of education but will be han- 
dled direct by, the” “Offices 1a 
the state of Geérgia, neg 
~ “This, is in’ keeping vith: te pol- 
iey of the | deargg ‘administration. 
They have adopted typical Fammany 
methods in the handling of all of the 
federal funds, , 

“They have tied political strings on 
everything. They seek to hold a big 
political stick over all state officials 
administering the funds. When the 
officers will not stand for this po- 
litical stick they then set up a force 
of their own in the state, contrary 
to the doctrine of state's right. Wash- 
ington has songht every means to 
spend money and at the same time 
keep political: strings on the money. 

“We should be just before we are 
generous. The federal administration 
owed the soldiers’ bonus. It was owed 
to men that worked for $30 a month 
during the war, guarding railroad tres- 
tles and facing bullets. At the same 
time the federal government was oper- 
ating the trains over these railroad 
trestles, and the lowest paid employes 
on these trains were porters at $140 
a month. . 

“The administration has persistent- 
ly. refused to pay this. soldiers’ bonus. 
Although looking for other means to 
literally throw away money. they have 
denied this debt to eur World War

1—No newspaper henceforth may

2—No newspaper may be subsidized 
by any outside interests. 

3—Publishers must prove their 
Aryan ancestry as far back as the 
year 180°, although this point may 
not be insisted upon “‘uniess definite 
indications point to the contrary” if 
documentary proof is unavailable.

7 @aNl for a’ federal auth a lew 
came from the Interracial Commission 
here yesterday as southern senators 
in Washington staged a filibuster 
against the proposed enactment of 
such a statute. 


Composed of 50 members from 11 | 


states the commission in its seven- 
teenth annual meeting came out for a 
federal law against lynching for the | 
first time. The organization ex- 
pressed itself as “disappointed” « by 
the record of state and local officials 
in lynching cases 


Organized years ago to promote the | 


best interests of the white and negro 
races, the commission ou interracial 
co-operation has made a vigorous fight 
to stamp out lynching. 


“Hitherto the commission has tak- 
en no position relative to federal 
anti-lynchirg legislation,” said a res- 
olution adopted unanimously yester- 
day. “We were agreed that the pri- 
mary responsibility for the preven- 
tion and punishment of lynching rest- 
ed upon state officials and courts 
and that in the last analysis public 
opinion was largely the determining 
factor. 

“Consequently the commission from 
its inception has worked continuously 
along these lines, seeking special anti- 
lynching legislation in a number of 
states, urging vigorous preventive 
measures when lynchings were threat- 
ened, asking effective court aetion 
against. members of mobs and at the 
same time seeking through all possible 
avenues of publicity and education to 
build up a public opinion that would 
no longer tolerate crimes of this char- 
acter. 

“Lynching records of the past 15 
years indicate progress along the line 
of prevention. Officers generally are 
more vigilant than formerly in’ the 
protection of prisoners, thereby re- 
ducing the g@ynching toll. Meantime 
intelligent public opinioa is practically 
unanimous in condemnation of mob 
violence. 

“On the contrary, with rare excep- 
tions, attempts at prosecution in 
lynching cases continue to be futile. 
In nearly every case the community 
hysteria which gives rise to a lyneh- 
ing makes impossible any effective 
court action against the perpetrators 
of the crime. Consequently in not 
one case in ten is an effective ef- 
fort made by the authorities to iden- 
tify and prosecute the members of 
lynching mobs. Even in the rare 
cases in which such efforts have been 
mad® indictments seldom have been 


| obtained and convictions usually have 


proved impossible. 

“Disappointed by this record of im- 
potence on the part of state and lo- 
cal officials, the commission has been 
| foreed reluctantly to the conclusion 
that little is to be expected from this 
source, at least in the immediate fu- 


ture and “that an appeal to the federal 
courts in such cases is justified and 
demanded by the conditiens. The com- 
mission, therefore, favors the enact- 


ment of federal ligslation to this. end, 
in the hope that federal agents and 

courts would be in better position to 
| act fearlessly and effectively in the 
| Proseeution of participants in the 
crime of lynching.”

Fluffy Omelet with Rice Fiakes: 
Add 6 tablespoons hot water to 6 
beaten @ nf yolks, then add 1 tea- 
qpoet salt. Beat 6 erg whites un- 

stiff. Fold egg yolks into egg 
oF then fold in 2 cups rice flakes. 
Turn in pan and cook over slow fire 
until light. brown underneath. Place 
in oven until top is dry. Fold one 
half over the other half. Serve at 
once. (Serves 6.) 
ick Tomato Sauce: Melt 2 ta- 
bleapoons butter in a saucepan, add 2 
tablespoons flour and stir until well 
blended. Add 1-2 teaspoon salt, a 
dash of pepper, 1-2 to 1 teaspoon on- 
ion juice and 1 cup milk, and cook, 
stirring constantly, until thick. Add 
3-4 cup tomato ketchup slowly, stir- 
ring constantly. 

Rice Fiakes Waffles: Mix and sift 
134 cups flour, 4 teaspoons baking 
powder, 1-4 teaspoon salt and 2 ta- 
blespoons sugar. To 1 well-beaten egg 
yolk, add 11-2 cups milk, then add to 
dry ingredients, heating thoroughly. 
Add 1 tablespoon melted butter, then 
fold in 1 stiffly beaten egg white. Add 
2-3 cup rice flakes and bake in a hot 
waffle iron. 

Breakfast Wheat Muffins: Sift to- 
gether 1 cup breakfast wheat, 1 cup 
flour, 4 teaspoons baking powder, 1-2 
teaspoon salt and 4 tablespoons sugar. 
Add 2 well-beaten eggs and 4 table- 
spoons melted butter to dry ingredi- 
ents, then add enough milk to make a 
stiff batter (about 1-2 cup), beating 
thoroughly. Bake in heated and but- 
tered muffin pans in a hot oven for 20 
minutes. 

Following are some breakfast dishes 
which I am sure you will want to try 
when you know there’s “comp’ny com- 


ing.” 
Ham and Pineapple. 

One large slice ham (1-2-inch thick) 
1 No. 2 can sliced pineapple, sma 
rounds of toasted bread. 

Cut the ham into small circles, 
about 3 inches in diameter. Rub the 
bottom of a skillet with a little ham 
fat, and brown the ham circles on 
both sides, and then finish the cook- 
ing slowly. Allow about 15 minutes 


for the cooking. Then place the ham | 


on the toast rounds, brown the pine- 
apple slices in the same skillet, and 
lay they atop the ham. 

You may want to serve your ham 
and pineapple with a sauce made of 
the tickened pineapple juice. 

Ham and Oysters. 

Oysters may intrigue you more 
than the more conventional pineapple 
oy If they do, try this instead: 

- slices broiled 
Mey 1 teaspoon salt, pepper, 24 
oysters, 1 teaspoon butter. 

Cover each slice of toast with a 
slice of the broiled ham, and place 4 
oysters on top of that. Season with 
salt and pepper, dot with butter, and 
broil in the oven, until the oysters’ 
edges take on the proper curliness. 

Beef Biscuit Rolls. 

Beef biscuit rolls owe their morn- 
ing popularity to the fact that they 
combine hot bread with the meat dish. 
Make them with: 

Three cups ground, cooked beef- 
shank, 3 eggs, 1-2 ane salt, 1 
tablespoon minced onion, 1-8 teaspoon 
pepper, 1 teaspoon minced parsley. 

Make a regular biscuit dough and 
roll it to a half-inch thickness and then 
spread it with a mixture of the above 
ingredients. Roll it up loosely as you 
would for cinnamon rolls, slice into 
l-inch slices and place them in a 
greased baking pan. Bake in a mod-

PUBLISHERS OPPOSE 
1S. RAL OWNERSHIP 


NEW YORK, April 25.—(/)—The 
American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation’ approved today a resolution 
of its traffic committee for the adop- 
tion of a stand “unalterably opposed” 
to government ownership of railroads 
or any other form of transportation. 

In its annual report to the associa- 
tion, the traffic committee reviewed 
its activities of the year in ‘main- 
taining rate parities on newsprint, and 
K. M. Antrim, of the Chicago Trib- 
une, chairman stated: 

“As predicted a year ago, congress 
has been flooded with a deluge-of hills 
to regulate all forms of transporta- 
tion.” 3 

The association unanimously ddopt- 

ed reports of its committee on federal 
laws, in which the following .cenelu- 
sion was stated: . 
_ “There are many bills pending -be- 
fore the present congress affecting the 
newspaper business which may be en- 
acted if prompt and vigorous protest 
to them is not made. and publishers 
must be constantly alert and vigilant 
if their properties are not fo he de- 
stroyed or irreparably injured.”

Bainbridge Colby, former secretary 
of state under President Wilson, told 
the publishers that the freedom of the 
press must guarded zealously and 
the question never permitted to grow 
hackneyed. , 

“As to the trend of legislation af- 
fecting newspapers today,” he assert- 
ed, “there seems to be a feeling that 
the press of the country constitutes, 
in a sense, a danger to the successful 
progress of ‘half-baked theories and ill- 
considered and somewhat hastily pro- 
posed reforms. 

“There is such a pride of opinion 
in the authorship of an idea or in the 
early appoeoressy of some new pro- 
posal that makes its sponsors or its 
authors very impatient of delay, very 
resentful of investigation or question- 
ing, and fhat feeling unhappily is 
translated frequently into a certain de- 
sire to stifle criticism at its source, 
to make criticism if not. hazardous at 
least unpleasant, to discourage it 
wherever it shows a disposition to 
manifest Heee. =

This number is in addition to the 
106,807 producers who signed con- 
tracts last year for both 1934 and 
1935, he said. 

While several counties have not 
yet reported the number of new con- 
tract signers for 1935, officials esti- 
mated the figure would be in excess 
of 30,000, which would indicate that 
approximately 98 per cent of those

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Assails Priest’s Promise 
of Halo and Harp by 
‘Political Action. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—@)— 
Apparently projecting the ehurch-in- 
politics issue squarely into the 1956 
campaign, Senator Bailey today bit- 
terly assailed Father Charles E. 
Coughlin and challenged the “priestly 
power” of the radio cléric “to promise 
a harp and halo to the American peo- 
ple by political action.” ; 

Rising in the senate, which fell si- 
lent as he proceeded, the former 
ebhurch editor spoke with an apparent 
intensity of feeling. Among other 
things he criticized Father Coughlin’s 
political activities as “sinister.” His 
words added new explosives to the 
powder keg of third party talk. 

“I honor the ministry because it 
is the ministry,” said Bailey, “but 
when a minister of the gospel or a 
minister of the church comes down 
into the political arena, or goes out 
with his radio incendiarism to stir up 
the fountains of hate in a distressed 
land amongst a suffering people, I 
take it nothing amiss, and I make 
no apologies; but I will snatch the 
halo from his brow and throw it into 
the nearest spittoon, and then throw 
the spittoon into the. gutter.” 

The North Carolinian, whe hails 
from a family of ministers, broke into 
his assault on “Coughlin—not Father 
Coughlin,” as he termed it, while op- 
posing the Costigan-Wagner anti- 
lynching bill. He apparently was mov- 
ed to do so by Father Coughlin’s 
speech in Detroit last night in which 
he projected his National Union for 
Social Justice into the political field. 

There was no answering reply. 
Some senators, however, thought Sen- 
ator Long, who believes the Detroit 
radio priest has a “strong program,” 
might have something to say on the 
subject when he speaks bef»re the 
Farmers’ Holiday National Conven- 
tion at Des Moines Saturday. 

Long, self-reportedly husky of voice 
from “sleeping without covers,” and 
garbed in his third new suit in as 
many days, packed his bags as the 
senate adjourned to depart tonight on 
his Iowa trip. 

He had commented favorably on 
Father Coughlin’s speech last night, 
stirring new speculation that the two 
might merge forces in 1936. This has 
been advocated by Milo Reno, head 
of the Farmers’ Holiday group, and it 
is known that Long and Coughlin 
have exchanged views. 

The full text of Bailey’s remarks 

about Coughlin, and his transition 
from an attack on the anti-lynching 
bill, as recorded by the official sen- 
ate recorder follows: 
" “Some of us here in the senate find 
‘our voices to feeble to stretch across 
the continent, and our humble words 
drowned in a universal din of hyste- 
ria and confusion, and the clear, pa- 
tient words of national life all oblit- 
erated and obscured in the raucous 
noise that comes from Coughlin over 
the radio. ’ 

Perhaps when we cease to be 
heard, a bill like this will notify the 


‘tions, the reverberations will drown 
the voice of Coughlin, and then we 
may thank God for the bill. ! 

“T did not mean on this occasion 
to speak about Coughlin. I will make 
.my point clear. I left off his title, 
and I did it deliberately. 
church—and I shall always speak re- 
spectfully of all churches—-he can be 
called ‘Father,’ but he cannot be call- 
ed ‘Father’ in American politics. 

“In his church he may have his 
‘priestly robes and his power of absolu- 
tion; but when he undertakes to prom- 
ise a harp and a halo to the American 
people by political action, I challenge 

-his priestly power. 

" “There is nothing more sinister in 
our life right now than this—that 
Coughlin, from the radio of the Shrine 
of the Little Flower—the little saint 
of suffering who interpreted her life 
by way of identifying herself with the 
agonies on the Cross, who died ex- 
pressing the prayer that she might go 
to heaven, and come back to earth, as 
she said in immortal words, in a show- 
er of roses—from a shrine in her holy 
name that voice stirs the depths of 
hate throughout the land of liberty, 
matches class against class, foments 
the fires of revolution, and crucifies 
the American people upon his damna- 
blé ambition. Conghlin!—not ‘Father 
Coughlin!’ ” 

“Mr. Presidenf{ I have a profound 
respect for the ministry. My father 
was a minister. My grandfather was 
a minister. Of course, I honor the 
ministry, but they are not just the 
reasons.

The Tech coach pwinted out that 

southern college baseball, despite its 
drastic curtailment during the re- 
trénchment days, still managed to fur- 
nish its quota of stars to the major 


leagues.

He mentioned Tommy Bridges, the 
Detroit pitcher, who was a teammate 
of his on the baseball team at Uni- 
versity of Tennessee several years ago; 
“Boze” Berger, of Maryland; Spur- 
geon Chandler, who went to the Yan- 
kees from Georgia; Luke Appling 
from Oglethorpe, and several others. 

College basebail has been hang- 

ing on the ropes in Dixie, the 
cradle of the game and developer 
of many outstanding stars, such 
as the Sewells of Alabama, the 
Ferrells, of Guilford, etc. The 
sport has been perpetuated largely 
through the strong personal inter- 
est. of men like Head Cenach Bill 
Alexander, of Georgia Tech; An- 
derson, of 
Crisp, 
who have the interest of the game 
at heart. 
Only Duke University, where Jack 
Coombs was imported as coach, has 
gone in for college baseball on a large 
scale, but the other major schools like 
Tech, Georgia, Alabama and Florida 
have nursed the spost through the de- 
pression years. 

SOME GOOD PLAYERS. 
There are some outstanding college 

ball players in the south this year. 
And there will be a few for each suc- 
ceeding year. But unless given some 
sort of encouragement such as a 
league, or more attention from the 
athletic directors at large, the num- 
ber will steadily decline. 

The original “Dixie” league 
had six members and existed for 
three years. Interest was just be- 
ginning to grow whew the league 
was disbanded. An eight-club col- 
lege league would be even better. 
Such a league would need no 
“outside” help as has been sug- 
gested. 

At any rate attendance at college 
games has steadily declined into vir- 
tually negligible numbers since the 
league was disbanded through the 
withdrawal of two clubs. 

Now that things are “looking up” 
in business and, of course, in sports, 
the time is propitious to reorganize 
the league. Dodd and Anderson can be 
assured of at least two supporters for 
the move in the officials at Auburn 
and Edgar Jones, athletic directcr of 
Florida, who fought hardest against 
the leagne’s disbandment in 1932. 
And there is no reason why Clem- 
son, which opens a two-game series 
with Tech today, could not be in- 
duced to enter.

Prague is a city of towers. Fully 
IA. 70 towers rise from public buildi 
palaces and bridges. ere are public 
parks and gardens, some of them cov- 
ering the area which once held the old 
city walls. 

The shrine of St. John of Nepo- 
muk is an object of interest. Visi- 
tors have been told that it contained 
a ton and a half of silver. This saint 
is given high honor in Prague; but 
his fame is less than that of John 
Huss, who lived more than five cen- 
turies ago. He gained many friends 
and followers; but he was burned at 
the stake because of his views about 
religion. 

The University of Prague is widely 
known. It was founded in 1348 and 
before the end of the Middle Ages the 
number of students rose to 10,000. It 
lost some ofits favor in later cen- 
turies; but it remains today an im- 
portant center of learning. Half a 
century ago it was divided into two 
parts, one Czech, the other German. 2 

Prague is now the home of closé 
to 900,000 persons. They earn their 
living in many ways. Some weave 
cotton into cloth. Others work in 
sugar-beet factories, flonr mills and 
printing plants. The tanning of leath- 
er, the making of gloves, he - 
building of railway cars are other 
industries.

Four Largest Planets 
Enveloped in Poison Gas 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—() 
Scientists reported today that the 
four biggest planets of this universe 
are wrapped in highly explosive 
overcoats, 

The findings of two observers 
that the planets Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune each aré en- 
veloped in thick blankets of explo- 
sive, poisonous gas—methane, the 
“marsh gas” of earth—were given 
to the American Physical Society. 

The amount of gas on each planet 
was weighed by analyzing the light 
coming from the planets to the 
earth. Sunlight penetrating through 
the methane and then being reflect- 
ed back to earth is affected by the 
methane in such a way that the 
presence of the gas is revealed and 
_its amount can be calculated.
